BEATEN BACK AT

Viet. Nam _ Militiamen 
and French Drive Off 
700 Raiders 15 Miles 
From Hanoi.

HANOI, Indochina, June 12 
(AP) — Viet Namese Catholic 
militiamen, fighting side by side 
with French forces, beat back 
an after-dark Vietminh assault 
on their village 15 miles north- 
west of this war capital in the 


only heavy fighting in the Red 
river delta in the last 24 hours. 


A French army spokesman 
said possibly 700 Communist-led 
Vietminh raiders turned back 
after the battle, at Vinh Mo. 
Both sides suffered “substantial 
losses” and several Catholic 
militiamen were captured. 

In another part of the delta, 
French pilots flying American 
fighters and bombers hit a Viet- 
minh guerrilla base 10 or 15 
miles east of Hanoi. French pa- 
trols roamed the area between 
Hanoi and Son Tay, 25 miles 
to the northwest, but met no 
Vietminh units 

With monsoon rains likely to 
deluge the delta by the end of 
June, French military sources 
predict that Red forces will 
launch their expected big thrust 
within the next few weeks. The 
French were pouring reinforce- 
ments into vital delta defense 
posts. Gen. Paul Ely, the new 
French commander in Indochina, 
toured three strategic defense 
zones yesterday. 

Prisoner Exchange. 

Vietminh delegates met with 
the French high command yes- 
terday at Dinh Ca, 46 miles 
northeast of Hanoi, and agreed 
on details for the French turn- 
over of 267 Vietminh sick and 
wounded captured by French 
forces, The prisoners will be 
released to the Vietminh June 
16 and 17 at Caugio, 35 miles 
northeast of Hanoi, The French 
delegates also asked for a fur- 
ther exchange of prisoners but 
reported no immediate response. 

In Washington, the United 
States Air Force has announced 
plans to evacuate abopt 1000 
French wounded from non-com- 
bat areas in Indechina begin- 
ning late next week. Air Force 
Secretary Harold Talbott said 
the evacuation, made at France's 
request, would route the men 
across the Pacific to the United 
States” “and then to | France.

There was no prospect that 
the United States government 
will intervene in the Indochina 
war prior to the battle for Ha- 
noi, if it is joined by July 1 as 
officials now expect. There is a 
belief, however, that if the Al- 
lies could begin to take the po- 
litical steps toward military in- 
tervention it would overcome 
some of the bad morale among 
native forces in Indochina and 
strengthen the French resolve. 


But there is no _ certainty 

that these political steps can be 
taken in time and the uncer- 
tainty has been greatly ‘in- 
creased by the French National 
Assembly rebuff today to Pre- 
mier Laniel’s government, re- 
sulting in Laniel’s offer to re- 
sign. These events may be 
dealt with quickly next week, 
but there is a big chance that 
France will be paralyzed for 
days or weeks, insofar as great 
new policy decisions are con- 
cerned. 
’ From the point of view of 
those officials who had talked 
stoutly a few weeks ago of unit- 
ed action to stem the Commu- 
nist expansion in Southeast 
Asia, the present situation is 
filled with discouragement and 
potential disaster. 

It involves far more than the 
future of the rich Tonkin delta 
grea Indochina. It strikes at 
France’s prestige and ability to 
act as a world power. It grips 
the heart of the Western alli- 
ance for the defense of Europe 
since a France which is ineffec- 
tive and fumbling is an uncer- 
tain ally. 


Major Red Victory. 


It has the elements of a major 
victory for Communist strategy 
which has managed to exploit 
Allied weaknesses during the 
Geneva conference while con- 
stantly building up military 
pressures against defense forces 
in Indochina. 

Europe comes directly into the 
picture because the troubles of 
the Laniel government leading 
to its defeat today are not 
primarily its peace-seeking Indo- 
china policies but its efforts to 
win ratification for a European 
Defense Community treaty un- 
der which West Germany would 
rearm. Among French ‘political 
leaders there is bitter opposi- 
tion to this. 

In a sense the whole crisis {s 
the crisis of Western leadership, 
which is at problem primarily 
for President Eisenhower and 


* Secretary Dulles. On his west 


These conditions range from 
freedom for the Indochinese 
states to a French promise to 
stay in the war. They also in- 
clude, of course, the participa- 
tion by' other nations in what 
would thus become an Allied 
military effort. 

French Indecision. 

France has informed the 
United States that unless this 
country intervenes France has 
no hope of carrying on the war. 
It is characteristic of the com- 
plex problems which American 
leaders face, however, that 
France has not yet formally re- 
quested all-out American inter- 
vention and thereby forced a 
showndown. The first objective 
of French policy is to negotiate 
at Geneva a cease-fire agree- 
ment which Dulles is now con- 
vinced will not be possible‘ on 
acceptable terms. 

Dulles in his West Coast talks 
hammered on his belief that the 
Reds are using the Geneva con- 
ference to hamstring Allied 
diplomacy while they step up 
their war in Indochina. Red 
terms for a cease-fire in the 
last week are regarded here as 


‘amounting to a demand for sur- 


render by the French and native 
governments in Indochina. The 
United States Government there- 
fore feels the time has come 
when Communist policies, on 
the public record, justify break- 
ing off the Geneva talks. 

No large scale talks on South- 
east Asia's collective défense are 
possible until the breakoff be- 
cause Britain’s Churchill gov- 
ernment will not even consider 
an alliance for Southeast Asia 
until the possibilities of an Indo- 
china cease-fire have been ex- 
haustively negotiated at Geneva. 
Britain’s position has had a de- 
cisive influence on New Zealand 
and Australian policy. 


Britain Holds Key. 


The chances of forming any 
kind of acceptable alliance with- 
out Britain, therefore, appear 
almost non-existent unless Dul- 
les and Mr. Eisenhower are 
willing to see the United States 
carry the overwhelming main 
load of the Indochina fight, ac- 
cepting as adequate a collective 
front made up chiefly of Asian 
nations including Thailand and 
the Philippines. There is a very 
serious question whether even 
if the Administration wanted to 
do this Congress would sup- 
port it. 

Press reports from Paris today 
speculated that if the French 
political paralysis continues for 
versy long the Geneva confer- 


French government resigns it 
Stays in office until a new gov- 
ernment is formed. But it can- 
not make new decisions. It is 
a “caretaker” government com- 
mitted to carry out old policies. 
The Laniel policies which would 
have to be carried forward dur- 
ing the caretaker period are 
those of (1) negotiating for 
peace at Geneva while (2) car- 
rying on the fight against Red 
forces in Indochina. 

Diplomats said it is hard to 
see how French Foreign Mini- 
ster Georges Bidault as a mem- 
ber of the caretaker government 
could either join in a clean 
break at Geneva or make a de- 
finitive agreement with the Reds 
on an armistice. The best thing 
that could happen would, of 
course, be quick decisions in 
Paris on the formation of a 
government capable of making 
firm policy commitments. A de- 
cision by Laniel to remain in 
power probably would do no 
good since he clearly lacks ef- 
fective leadership now in the 
French Assembly. 

Eden Stiffening. 

As far as British policy is 
concerned, reports reaching 
Washington are that Foreign 
Minister Eden has finally con- 
cluded that the Geneva negotia- 
tions are getting nowhere and 
that some way must be found 
to wind up the conference. But 
what Eden personally may think

Stepped Up, Given More Funds 


‘Slow Plane Could Be Built With Present 


Know-How, but Services Must 
@ Have Supersonic Speed. 


By ELTON C. FAY 
WASHINGTON, June 12 (AP) 


—Research on the lagging atom- 
powered airplane program has 


been stepped up in recent 
months, it was learned today. 
A year ago Secretary éf De- 
fense Charles E. Wilson, after 
making a survey of a project 
1951, practically 
brought it to a stop until new 
programming could be worked 
out. This has now been done. 


Even the reborn project re- 
mains, under ePntagon policy, 
confined to blueprint and lab- 
oratory study, with no time set 
for actual construction of an 


aircraft or engine to fly it. But 


the money and technical studies 
| going into research is being in- 
| creased. 

Some officials say that if the 
problem were only one of dem- 


_onstrateing that an airplane can 


be flown by an atomic engine, 


that probably could be done 


within two or three years. But 
this would not meet modern 
military needs. 

Slow Plane. . 

Any modern warplane must 
be fast; with requirements now 
pointed toward supersonic speed. 
With present know-how, a nu- 
clear reactor engine probably 
could be built of a size 
weight capable of be 
into one of the force 
planes, such as the B-36 bomber, 
the 1C-99 or C-124 transport. 
While such an adaptation might 
produce an airplane of prac- 
tically unlimited cruising range, 
it would be slow — and.thus 
vulnerable to enemy jet attack. 

The goal which designers hepe 
to reach is an atomic-propelled 
aircraft faster than any plane 
now flying, either interceptor 
or bomber. 

Hall L. Hibbard, vice presi- 
dent of engineering for Lock- 
heed Aircraft Corp., one of the 
five firms with nuclear powered 
aircraft research contracts, said 
recen that eventually atom- 
en planes would have 
speeds up to three times that of 
sound (which travels about 760 


miles per hour at sea level). |

SOVIET UNION” 
ASSAILS AUTHORS 
FOR IMMORALITY 


MOSCOW, June 12 (AP) — 
Charges of immorality and ideo- 
logical backsliding among au- 
thors and playwrights were 
made at a meeting of the Com- 
munist party committee of the 
Union of Soviet Writers, the 
Literary Gazette reported today. 

A report on these affairs was 
made by A. Surkov, head of the 
Soviet Writers’ Union. The 
paper said it would publish the 
report June 15. 

The Soviet literary world has 
been rocked lately by denuncia- 
tions of writers on charges rang- 
ing from drunkenness to pla- 
giarism and philistinism. 

Writer Nikolai Virta, for in- 
stance, was accused in the press 
of having attempted to set him- 
self up as a country nobleman 
in a collective farm village. 

Writer A. Surov was accused 
of habitual drink and disorderly 
conduct. 

Virta, Surov and two other 
writers were booted out of the 
Writers’ Union—the equivalent 
of a death sentence to their 
literary careers for the time be- 
ing.

temple. The new discovery 
proves the entire plan of the 
temple was drafted and executed 
during Seti’s reign. 

“Egyptologists also had been 
confused by the fact that the 
temple was not rectangular like 
other ancient Egyptian temples. 
It was assumed that the space 
between the Osirium (shrine of 
Osiris) and the bank of the Nile 
was too narrow to accommodate 
a conventional building. 

“The newly-unearthed wing 
completes the perfect rectangu- 
lar form of the temple.” 

The reception hall is 150 feet 
long and 135 feet wide, walled 
with mud bricks and floored 
with mud tiles. Twenty-four- 
sided limestone columns, set a 
few feet in from the walls lined 
all four sides of the hall. There 
is a dais where the throne prob- 
ably stood. 

The names of various Egyp- 
tians gods, inscribed in hiero- 
glyphics, appear on the columns, 

Seti’s name and titles are 
engraved on the pillars flanking 
the dais. 

Ghazouly believes that the 
space between the walls and the 
columns was roofed over, leav- 
ing the central court open to 
the sky.

Under Arizona law, a person 
convicted of kidnaping for ran- 
som in cases where the victim 
has been harmed shall be pun- 
ished by death or by life im- 
prisonment, whichever the jury 
shall recommend, without possi- 
bility of parole. Criminals sen- 
tenced to death in Arizona are 
executed in the gas chamber at 
the state prison at Florence. 

Refuses to Talk About Ransom. 

Marsin’s wife, permitted to 
visit him in the city jail, urged 
him to lead officers to where the 
ransom money was hidden, but 
he refused. 

As the charge was filed 
against Marsin, officers were 
#earching the foothills of the 
Superstition Mountains, 45 miles 
east of Phoenix, for the $75,000. 
They believed it had been 
buried. 

Sam Smith, father-in-law of 
the kidnap victim, said he has 
offered Marsin $5000 in cash if 
he will give back the ransom 
money or tell where he hid it.” 
The offer brought no immediate 
response from Marsin.

209,300 and the project was 
built for $1,180,000, the FHA

The temperature never drop- | 
ped lower than 15 below while 
I was on T-3—and this seemed 
cold enough. The midnight sun 
already had made its appearance, | 
causing 24 hours of continuous | 
daylight. During my stay there 
were infrequent periods of clear | 
sunny skies between blizzards | 
and ice fogs lasting several days. 

Of the dozen other human in- 
habitants of the ice island, all. 
Air Force volunteers except for, 
two civilian research’ techni- | 
cians, a majority had arrived by 
air last Feb. 19 from Thule Air 
Force base in northwest Green- 
land. 

Three To Six Months Duty 


Arriving volunteers knew that 
for three to six months—the cus- 
tomary tour of duty on T-3— 
they would be completely sep- 
arated from the outside world | 
except for radio programs, wire- 
less messages interspersed with | 
a private radio telephonic con-. 
nection to their families about 
once a month, and occasional 
mail brought in by plane. 

They had been briefed to ex- 
pect the high winds with vel- 
ocities sometimes exceeding 130 
miles an hour, along with the 
continual snowstorms and com- 
plete “whiteouts” as thick as the 
fogs of London. 

When anybody got tired of

against another during the freez- | 
ing period following a warm 
summer spell, causing cracks 
and open water “leads” to ap- 
pear. 

The basic *:ndamentals of liv- 
ing, such as eating, sleeping and | 
working were centered in two) 
small pre-fabricated huts.

Contact also was made 
with “ham” operators scattered 
throughout the United States, 
whe-without charge would for- 
ward any -personal messages 
either way.

This permitted them to take

NEW YORK, June 12— The 
sister of a second-string con- 
victed Communist woman was 
arrested in New: York yesterday 
on a charge of passing ‘“con- 
cealed documents” to her in a 
federal reformatory in West Vir- 
ginia. 

Mrs. Erna Zam, 56 years old, 
allegedly passed the documents 
in April to Mrs. Regina Frank- 
feld, 44, who is serving a two- 
year term at the federal re- 
formatory for women at Alder- 
son, W. Va., for_conspiring to 
teach and advocate forcible 
overthrow of the government. 

Mrs. Frankfeld was convicted 
in Baltimore in 1952 with her 
husband, Philip, and four others.

Zam, who was arrested by Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
agents at her home, her lawyer, 
David Freedman, said that the 
documents ‘‘were only personal 
letters of her own which she 
thought the prisoner might like 
to see.”

WASHINGTON, June 12—The 
kind of apathy and indifference 
encountered each election year 
in the United States by political 
workers getting out the vote is 
virtually unknown in Australia 
where a model compulsory vot- 
ing law has made participation 
in government almost automatic. 

More than 90 out of every 100 
voters “Down Under” have gone 
to the polls at every federal 
election since the law was en- 
acted in 1924 despite a complex 
ballot and a multi-party system 
which make voting more diffi- 
cult than it is in this country. 


By contrast, normal turnout 
in a national election in the 
United States, with only two 
major parties and a compara- 
tively simple ballot, is about 55 
per cent of all eligible voters. 

The peak percentage vote in 


an American presidential elec- 


tion was recorded in 1952, when 
slightly more than 62 per cent 
of the electorate cast ballots. 
Elections on the state and local 
level tend to produce poorer 
showings. 
Non-Voters Fined.

Under the voting law, all men 
and women must register to 
vote within 21 days after they 
reach the legal voting age of 21. 

Failure to register or failure 
to notify election officials of 
change of address within the 
same period are punishable by 
a fine of 10 shillings (About 
$1.10). A miximum fine of two 
pounds (About $4.46) can be 
assessed for each repeated fail- 
ure to register or report a new 
address. 

For not voting, the same 
schedule of fines is provided. 
After each election, officials 
prepare a list of non-voters, who 
are sent “please _ explain” 
notices—a phrase which has 
found its place in Aussie humor. 

“Please explains” ask the non- 
voter to give a “true, valid and 
suficient reason” for his derelic- 
tion. He may choose to file his 
explanation with election of- 
ficers or he may go before a 
magistrate. 

Only two valid reasons for 
non-voting—death and absence 
from the commonwealth—are 
specifically enumerated in the 
law, but in practice election of- 
ficials are given considerable 
leeway in determining if other 
reasons are satisfactory. 


The “overwhelming” propor- 
tion of explanations — illness, 
press of business and the like— 
are found satisfactory, a con- 
sular spokesman said. 


Few Found Guilty.

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Rebenion Takes Sympathetic View

"There but. for Grace of God—and 6,000,000 Votes—|

WO years ago in this city an American comparatively unknown outside 
T his own state was abruptly projected into the white hot light of a national 
Adlai Stevenson’ s nomination by the Democratic 
National Convention ended for him a long ordeal of indecision as it ended,

too, his right to be a private citizen, 

Stevenson was then Governor. of Illinois, 
having been elected in 1948 by a thump- 
ing majority of more than a half million 
votes. As Governor of Illinois, his cher- 
ished ambition was to run for re-election 
in order to carry out a series of reforms. 
But the Democrats nominated him as their 
presidential candidate, if not against his 
will then certainly in the face of his re- 
peatedly expressed reluctance. 

Today the city of Chicago is starting 
out to secure the national conventions for 
"56. Two years from now Stevenson is 
likely again to be the focus of the vast 
publicity “engine of one of the national 
parties. While a great deal can happen in 
the énsuing interval, he is today acknowl- 
edged by most Democratic politicians to 
be the obvious. choice for '56. 

This, therefore, is a kind of half-way 
house for Stevenson. He has survived the 
. difficult transition period from the role of 
chief performer in a national three-ring 
circus to that of citizen-without-portfolio 
whose counsel is heard from time to time. 
He must go another two years without pub- 
lic office or ready-made forum. The evi- 
dence that this is not easy is seen in the 
fate of defeated candidates of past years.

THE FIRST IMPRESSION on revisiting 
Stevenson is how little he has changed 
from the modest, understated individual 
who iri the months leading up to the con- 
vention met all questions about the nom- 
ination by asking why candidate A or B 
or X or Y or Z would not be bound to 
makea better President than he would. 

‘eis the same .seriousness of manner 
ane talk broken by flashes of the wry, 
self-deprecating humor that came through 
even his most serious speeches. 

The apparent changes are on the surface 
rather in any real alteration of the char- 
acter of this politician who fits so little 
the ordinary politician’s mold. Stevenson 
fs thinner. He still has a drawn look from 
the kidney stone operation of two months 
ago, It was the first major illness he had 
ever had and he speaks of it with a sense 
of shock and wonder, plus a heightened 
realization of what the cost can mean to 
a family budget. The doctors have told 
him 4t will be six months before he fully 
recovers. 

Because he has a quality rare in poli- 
ticlans and for that matter in anyone— 
understands the trial- 

by-fire to which President Eisenhower 
is being subjected. He speaks of the 

President vith a quiet compassion, a 

sort of, there but for the grace of God 

and 6,000,000 votes I might be, confront- 
ed with a revolutionary upheaval in Asia 
and a Congress divided almost evenly 
between the two parties. In his view, 

Eisenhower is doing better in some re- 

spects than anticipated and in other re-

HOW DOES A DEFEATED candidate, 
holding no public office, keep himself 
in the public eye so that he will have 
a chance to run again? That is Adlai 
Stevenson’s problem and it is a frustrat- 
ing and difficult one. No one, with the 
possible exception of Stevenson himself, | 
doubts that he will run again. 

Some. of his closest advisers are just 
now urging him to declare himself a can- 
didate. They are saying ‘that he cannot in 
fairness to his loyal following around the 
country leave the same last-minute doubts 
as to his intentions. But: others just as 
devoted to Stevenson’s candidacy in ‘56. 
are saying that he should NOT publicly 
announce his plans. Rather, they argue, 
he should make known to key political fig- 
ures in states with large delegations his 
firm determination to seek the presidency 
again.

That 
solved the immediate problem of what to 
do in the wake of the big let-down after 
the November defeat. Stevenson’s maga- 
zine articles were later syndicated to 
newspapers and as he moved from capital 
to capital around the globe his visits made 
news. He speaks of the trip with a remi- 
niscent glow of appreciation, stressing the” 
way in which it expanded his knowledge ' 
of world trends. He wonders how, in view 
of what he learned in Indochina, the sit- 
uation there should have been allowed to 
deteriorate for so long before any kind of 
action’ was. proposed. 

Another ‘problem for the candidate out 
of office is an income. Stevenson is dip- 
ping into a dwindling reserve of capital, 
from a family inheritance, to maintain his 
office here. His staff consists of three sec- 
retaries and his personal assistant, William 
McCormick Blair Jr. This staff must cope 
with a volume of mail that averages 200 
pieces a day. His two younger sons are 
still being educated and his oldest boy, 
Adiai Jr., returning shortly from Korea 
and his service with the Marine Corps, 
plans to go to law school. That adds up 
to a substantial bill. for schooling. 

While he earns some income from writ- 
ing and speechmaking, his talks have been

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Unasked and Unanswered 


This may be the last weekend recess before 
the Senate investigation of the McCarthy-vs.-the- 
Army battle is adjourned. If so it is the perfect 
time to point out that one of the most important 
areas of background information about the Mc- 
Carthy-Cohn side of the controversy has not 
been explored under oath. 

The area of background we have in mind is 
that which concerns the record of Senator Mc- 
Carthy as a Marine officer in World War II. It 

. Includes the facts about the three West Point 
nominations granted the Republican's 
chief counsel, Roy M. Cohn, in World War II. 

Why is this information relevant? Because 
both Senator McCarthy and Mr. Cohn have tes- 
tified that they did not engage in “improper 
pressure” on Army Secretary Stevens and Army 
Counselor Adams to get “preferential treat- 
ment” for G. David Schine in the Army. 

> . . 

In the Mght of the special treatment that 
Joseph R. McCarthy got in 1944-45 and Roy M. 
Cohn got in 1945 it is highly doubtful if either 
would know preferential treatment if it came 
down the middle of the road and headed straight 
at him. Certainly each must have an idea of 
preferential treatment that is different from 
any held by the vast majority of citizens. 

Mr. Cohn became eligible for the draft Feb. 
20, 1945, shortly after the Battle of the Bulge. 
Troop replacements were gravely needed and 
he undoubtedly would have been taken into 
service immediately as an unmarried man. But 
he obtained a nomination to West Point. He 
did not pass the physical examination and even- 
tually was reclassified 1-A. Thereupon he ob- 
tained a second West Point nomination. That 
time he did not even take the physical. 

After Mr. Cohn was reclassified 1-A, he ob- 
tained his third West Point nomination, as in 
the case of the first and second, from Benjamin 
J. Rabin, then a Democratic Congressman from 
New York City. The draft board, however, re- 
fused to defer Mr. Cohn a third time, where- 
upon he appealed its decision to keep him 1-A. 

All this consumed some six months and had 
the effect of keeping Mr. Cohn out of the draft 
as selective service was suspended after V-J 
day. When postwar selective service was re- 
sumed, Mr. Cohn joined the New York Na 
tional Guard with the result that he again es- 
caped training as a draftee. 

e e * 

Senator McCarthy's war record.shows that he 
left his Marine Corps assignment in the Pacific 
in mid-1944 (V-J day was Aug. 14, 1945) to 
campaign for office in Wisconsin. It shows that 
he applied for extension of his leave and that he 
was told he must go back on active duty or be 
relieved. It shows that he was relieved on 
Feb. 20 and went officially inactive in Wiscon- 
sin March 29, 1945. 

World War II veterans will remember that 
beginning on Feb. 19 the Marines suffered 3650 
casualties in the first 48 hours of their 24-day 
battle to capture Iwo Jima. Veterans will re- 
member that on April 1, the bitter 214-month 
battle of Okinawa began. 

The McCarthy record also shows that he said 
he volunteered as a “buck private” but the 
fact is that he obtained a commission as a 
lievtenant. It also shows that he said he “qual- 
ified as a tail gunner.” The Washington Eve- 
ning Star, which checked the records carefully, 
reported: “His Pentagon record shows no no- 
tation ef his having qualified for aerial gunner’s 
wings or being credited with combat missions.” 

Neither is there any record of an injury to 
support the claim about “10 pounds of shrapnel 
in my leg.” The so-called war injury resulted 
from horseplay when crossing the equator.

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On Its Merits 


A group of inspectors, assigned by Air Force 
Secretary Talbott, is now in the area. It is re 
checking on the possible selection of the Chau- 
tauqua site in nearby Illinois as the place for 
the Air Force Academy that has been author- 
ized by Congress. 

The Illinois site, which is above Alten on the 
Mississippi river between Elsah and Grafton, 
is one of three recommended to Secretary Tal- 
bott by a selection committee, including Gen. 
Spaatz and Brig. Gen. Lindbergh. Arriving here 
from Lake Geneva, Wis., where they reviewed 
one of the two other sites, the inspectors will 
go on from this area to have a look at the third, 
near Colorado Springs, Colo. 

A matter of such importance as the choice of 
the site for the $126,000,000 “West Point of the 
Air” project should be decided on one basis and 
one basis alone. That is on the respective merits 
of the sites proposed to the Air Force Secretary. 

The question to be answered is: Which of 
these sites will best serve the interests of the 
entire nation in the vital responsibility of ’train- 
ing officers of the Air Force? 

In seeking the answer to this question, here 
are some facts that should be kept in mind: 

The Chautauqua site is not only in the heart 
of the Middle West, but close to the national 
center of population, which has moved in re- 
cent years from Indiana into Eastern Illinois. It 
is situated high on the Piasa bluffs that overlook 
the Mississippi, a work of nature that rivals the 
palisades of the Hudson on which the Military 
Academy stands at West Point. It affords 
ample space of more than 19,000 acres for de- 
velopment of runways of almost unlimited 
length. It effects relatively little in the way of 
man-made installations. An unlimited water 
supply is close at hand. 

It is in a rural area of sparse population, yet 
close enough to one of the country’s largest 
cities that the short distance can be quickly 
traveled. This latter fact would mean that young 
Americans, in training at the Air Forte Acad- 
emy, were it in nearby Illinois, would be close 
to an urban center with its many recreational, 
educational and cultural opportunities. Another 
camsideration is the proximity to Scott Air 
Force Base, near Belleville, and to the expand- 
ing Lambert-St. Louis Airport in St. Louis 
county. Still another consideration is the ad- 
vantage from the standpoint of weather in which 
training must take place. 

There are other factors to be weighed but 
these are sufficient to suggest why the Chau- 
tauqua site should be most strongly consid- 
ered. We doubt very much that either the 
Colorado Springs site or the Lake Geneva site 
has as much to support it. Again, let it be said, 
that the choice should be made solely on merit. 
The selectors started out with too many sites 
to seé originally for any considerations of poli- 
tics or undue influence or pressure to enter in 
now. This choice is to be made in connection 
with the defense and safety of 160,000,000 living 
Americans and generations to come. 
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Beard-Deep in Subsidies 

Secretary of Agriculture Benson’s wheat con- 
rol program has not worked out as well as ex- 
pected. It was supposed to cut the 1954 wheat 
crop by 20 per cent, but the latest estimate is 
that the crop will be down only 15 per cent from 
last year. And so another hundred million bush- 
els of wheat may be added to record surplus 
backed by Government price supports. 

Last August wheat farmers voted by better 
than four to one to accept acreage reductions, 
rather than lose price supports at 90 per cent 
of parity. The promise was that they would keep 
prices high even if they could not grow as much. 
But even on the reduced acreage, the season 
was good to wheat except in the ‘southwestern 
drouth area. And a wheat farmer will grow as 
much wheat as he can if he can grow little else. 

Now Secretary Benson is expected to ask 
farmers to accept still another cut in production. 
That seems essential. But as a long-+ange pro- 
gram, the Government ought to attempt to sub- 
sidize the conservation of three million western 
acres, plowed up since 1942, which never should 
have been put into crops at all. 

Whether anybody likes it or not, wheat is 
beard-deep in subsidies. Tying subsidies directly 
to soil conservation where possible would help 
cut down surpluses, conserve land resources and 
offer the public a better exchange for its grow- 
ing investment in wheat. 
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| At the Worst Time 

The vote of no confidence in the Laniel 
Government leaves a confused political situa- 
tion in France, but the results are not confined 
to France alone. A first consequence appears 
to be a decision by the United States and 
Britain to call off the Geneva conference. 

Premier Laniel, who has offered his resigna- 
tion, has been held responsible for the futility of 
a French policy that he pursued but did not 
devise. Eighteen French governménts before 
him also fought a colonial war in Indochina. 
While failing to muster the fullest French power 
to win it, they opposed outside intervention, 
especially by the U.N. While demanding sup- 
port from the peoples of Indochina, they failed 
to win it by offering real independence. 

Sooner or later this policy was bound to fail. 
That it failed when Premier Laniel was in power 
is almost an accident of timing. Yet for the 
defense of Southeast “Asia the timing could 
hardly be worse. — 

The Geneva conference on Indochina came to 
a crisis at the same time as the Laniel Govern- 
ment. After working strenuously for a com- 
promise and a truce, Anthony Eden of Britain 
is now said to be ready to call off the talks

German suspicion and rivalry, 
Rearming Germany § through 
NATO might keep these ancient 
fears and suspicions alive. 

A third alternative would be 
to make a bilateral United 
States-British agreement with 
Germany similar to the Ameri- 
can agreement with Spain. 
While France could not exercise 
a veto over this, the French 
might object so violently as to 
endanger the future of NATO 
and the American lines of com- 
munication through France to 
Germany 


Finally, the United States 
could withdraw to its peripheral 
bases around Europe. If, as 
Churchill threatened, Britain 
would also withdraw from Eu- 
rope, obviously. France would 
be too weak to prevent the re- 
armament of Germany alone and 
might combine with the Soviet 
Union to prevent it in their 
shared fear of Germany. 

It is apparent from brief ex- 
amination that the first alterna- 


tive, to form a defense commu- 
thout France has very 


war in Korea or Indochina. 


On the British side there 
has, on the other hand, been 
great and natural resentment 
at much publicized statements 
by a certain Senator to the 
effect that Britain was 


This statement was not only 
manifestly untrue but it ap- 
peared in Britain that it must 
have been untrue to the 
knowledge of the maker. 


I regard this deterioration in 
Anglo-American understanding 
as a temporary one which can 
and must be remedied. One of 
the ways which would, I think, 
contribute to remedying it is to 
have much closer and more con- 
stant contact between the two 
countries in the formulation and 
discussion of policy on foreign 
affairs before any unilateral 
pronouncements are made. 


It ought, on most matters 
of common interest, to be 
possible to pursue a joint for- 
eign policy. It is indeed of 
the utmost importance that 
we should seek so to do but 
the possibilities of a joint 
policy are gravely diminished 
when one country or the oth- 
_er makes firm statements of 
policy in advance of agree- 
mone and even of consulta- 

n. 


I share Sir Winston Church- 
ill’s view that the future of 
civilization and democracy de- 
pends upon the continued and 
close association of the United 
States and Britain. The main 
aim of Communist policy is, I 
believe, to divide these two 
countries and those who help 
this process are in fact greatly 
assisting the Communists. 

The truth is that in all fun- 
damental matters our aims, be- 
liefs and interests are identical. 
It is, therefore, of the utmost 
importance that the information 
services of both countries should

increase trade and by their join- 


ing some of the specialized agen- | | 


cies of the United Nations.

'’ Living Culture 
3000 Years Old

NYONE who has visited 
the Oaxaca valley in Mex- 
ico and has viewed with 
whatever degree of compre- 
hension the excavated treas- 
ures of nearby Monte Alban 
will have a particular interest 
in “Zapotec” by Helen Augur. 
It is indeed an “affectionate 
portrait” of a region and a 
people and should revivify 
the fond recollections of 
those who are affected, as 
was Miss Augur, by their 
charm and gentility. 
Miss Augur’s book, how- 
ever, is much more than a 
sentimental tribute. It under- 
takes to communicate a sense 
of the historical depth of the 
Oaxaca culture and toward 
that end she has synthesized 
the findings of historians and 
archaeologists as a basis for 
her own conclusions. To her 
mind “the Zapotecs are per- 
haps the oldest people of 
‘gentle breeding on this con- 
tinent,” which gives them an 
importance that the casual 
reader of Mexican history 
could easily have missed. 
The standard histories of 
Mexico have largely empha- 
sized the Spanish Conquest 
and the pre-Conquest cul- 
tural patterns of the Aztecs, 
Toltecs, Tlaxcalans and May- 
ans. From these most North 
American readers have forged 
an image of a vivid way of 
life but one that was already 
dying of its inward corrup- 
tion when Cortez arrived on 
the scene.

GAINST that Miss Augur 
has offered the panorama 
of the Zapotec culture 

which, according to accumu- 

lating evidence, had its be- 

ginnings as far back as 1500 

B.C. The earliest Zapotecs 

were “not only superb archi- 

tects but masters of low 
relief carving.”

Compared with the Aztecs 
the Zapotecs were even then 
a mature, developed people 
skilled in both the arts and 
sciences. It was the Zapotecs 
who established the first cal- 
endar, and not the Mayas, and 
their understanding of the 
solar year enabled them to 
work out measurements of 
time that were finer, even, 
than those of contemporary 
astronomers in the Mediterra- 
nean basin. That the Zapo- 
tecs had a higher conception 
of communal life than in any 
other indigenous American 
culture is attested by the fact 
that they were capable.of liv- 
ing at peace for 1000 years. 
It is notable, too, that human 
sacrifice was rare; the “blood 
sacrifice” of their religious 
rituals was usually a small 
animal.

O Miss Augur the Zapo- 
T tecs not only were a 

mature and civilized peo- 
ple; they still are and their 
survival into the present age 
with their basic gifts and view 
of life intact is the most 
arresting fact that their his- 
tory presents. Even their 
physical appearance is the 
same as in classic days. The 
happy, ardent features that 
appear on their beautiful 
classic urns can be seen on 
the streets of Oaxaca today: 
“fine-boned, aristocratic and 
eager, among women as well 
as men.”

DWIN knew, as he returned 
home to Zarmdorn at the 
nd of his school term, that 
his life was spent in two 
worlds; one the bright, care- 


lage where this English youth 
lived with his parents, the oth- 
er existence of fears and mis- 
ery which constituted his 
school life. He did not real- 
lize, in those last months be- 
fore the 1940 invasion of Hol- 
land, that this dual condition 
of the schoolboy foreshadowed 
the division of his adult life 
apd one which prevails for 
most of us in some degree:

MONG his “Aphorisms,” 

Franz Kafka wrote, “Some 

deny the existence of mis- 
ery by pointing to the sun; he 
denies the existence of the 
sun by pointing to misery.” 
The “he” could be Kafka him- 
self, for he endured more than 
an ordinary measure of mis- 
ery and had far too small a 
place in the sun. 


To him the world pre- 
sented an inscrutable, even 
an inimical, face; he spent 
much of his strength, as Ed- 
win Muir has pointed out, in 
attempting to solve the moral 
and spiritual problem of find- 
ing his true vocation, his true 
place, in the community, and 
acting in accordance with the 
will of heavenly powers. The 
solution eluded him, but he 
had a unique realization of the 
problem, which he illuminat- 
ed, the sympathetic Muir de- 
clares, with “a power of imag- 
ination and thought unexam- 
pled in his time.”

IS life was nearly all 
Hp robien: he suffered 

monstrously, not least 
because of his Jewishness 
and the debilitating tuber- 
culosis that eventually (in 
1924, when he was 41) killed 
him. He suffered from a 
monstrous fear that was 
rooted in psychological un- 
ease, because “the cards were 
stacked against him in an 
overpowering way.” He be- 
came a “denationalized, dis- 
couraged, disaffected, dis- 
abled” exponent of twentieth- 
century intellectual and spiri- 
tual dismemberment, incapable 
of serenity and of taking a 
firm grip on happiness. Ac- 
cording to Franz Werfel, Kaf- 
ka was “a messenger from 
above, a great chosen one.” 


He was 38 when he be- 
gan writing to 24-year-old, 
unhappily married Milena 
Jesenska the letters now 
brought together in this vol- 
ume. Milena, gifted herself, 
recognized the peculiar genius

of this man for whom writing 
was “a form of prayer,” and 
had translated some of his 
stories into her native Czech. 
He wrote to thank her. She 
replied. He wrote again. 
And so began their letters of 
love—a love that was to have 
very few other satisfactions. 
She gave him a new life, he 
wrote; but she also got on his 
nerves. The same might be 
said of his effect on her. Un- 
like many such ~letter-se- 
quences, this one charts the 
perilous plunges of a rudder- 
less ship over shoals and reefs 
and finally its ruin upon the 
rocky shore of Kafka’s neu- 
rotic nature. 


As they are now published, 
the letters are mutilated, kept 
from full integrity by scrupu- 
lous editorial considerations. 
The volume “is concerned only 
with being readable,” and 
that it is—poignantly, even 
compulsively so. It is a great 
pity that Milena’s letters to 
Kafka were not preserved. 
Juxtaposed with his, they 
would make this book a far 
“ax for the 
frozen sea within us.” 

In the course of .-his first 
letters to her, “fire breaks 
out and I see nothing but 
fire.” It’s crazy, he says, 
“this passion for letters.” But 
he craves them, and pours 
them out himself. Though 
he has destroyed several hu- 
man relationships (“I've been 
separated three times from 
marriage by only a few days”), 
he at first builds immense 


hopes for himself and Milena. 
A “thou” from her ravishes 
him: “We are so shy and anx- 
jous”"—and he is so fearful, 
oscillating between self-accu- 
sation and tormented analysis. 
“When you went to him’— 
her husband — “you took a 
large step down from your 
level, but if you come to me 
you'll leap into the abyss.” 
(The editor remarks in _his 
Preface that really to com- 
municate with Kafka’s soul 
“was possible only in Hell.”) 


He belongs to her, he de- 
clares, but “my nature is: 
Fear.” He needs “all the 
time that exists” for her, to 
think of her, to breathe her 
in. “Instead of ever living to- 
gether,” however, “we'll just 
be able contentedly to lie 
down beside one another in 
order to die.” But this “hu- 
man being with all the tor- 
tures of this vaguest and so 
terribly responsible condition” 
was never to know even that 
fulfillment. 


He turned the knife in his 
own heart. “When you talk 
about the future, don’t you 
sometimes forget that I’m a 
Jew? It remains dangerous, 
Jewry, even at your feet.” The 
vast Fear washes him away. 
“Your real misfortune is no 
one else but me. . . Torment 
yourself as little as possible, 
then you'll torment me less.” 
The dirge “It will never be” 
begins to obtrude itself more 
and more. “There is certain- 
ly something blasphemous 
about building so much on 
one person, and this is also 
the reason why fear creeps 
round the foundations.”

HIS slide through purga- 
T tox lasted for nearly two 

No wonder that 
Willi Haas, to whom Milena 
gave these letters in Prague 
in 1939 (just after the en- 
trance of German troops and 
five years before she died in 
the horrors of Ravensbruck), 
calls them “an orgy of despair, 
bliss, self-laceration, and self- 
humiliation.”

Of Tomatoes 
Can ‘Be. Ended 


“Blossom-drop,” the common 
plague of tomato growers, can 
mow be controlled with a hor- 
mone spray, agricultural sci- 
entists who have made experi- 
ments during the last few years 
claim, Just as a human being 
can be benefitted by hormone 
“shots,” the tomato blossom can 
be sprayed with a hormone 
which strengthens its attach- 
ment to the stem and keeps it 
from dropping off, as it is like- 
ly to do in cold, wet spring 
weather, they say. The hormone 
for tomatoes comes in liquid 
form, and can be applied with

Some tomato con- 
noisseurs say that the hormone 
makes the tomato sweeter to the 
taste, although laboratory tests 
show that they have the same

Not a New Story. 

The use of hormones to pre- 
vent blossom-drop in tomatoes is 
not a new story to scientists, who 
have been tinkering with growth- 
regulator hormones for many 
years.

If applied just as the clusters 
open, and before natural polli- 
nation takes place, the hormone 
is even capable of pollinating 
the tonmato blossom artificially, 
and the resulting fruit will be 
almost, or completely, seedless. 
Persons with dental plates or 
various kinds of stomach dis- 
orders, like ulcers, have found 
seedless tomatoes better for 
them. 

The average gardener will 
find it pretty hard to gauge the 
right moment for artificial polli- 
nation, and will want to use the 
spray to prevent “blossom-drop” 
and increase his yield.

., LONG black snake slithers sleepily across the silent, 
sun-baked country road. Deep in the lonely woods, 
a college professor crouches motionless in the under- 
brush while his recording machine takes in the sound 
of bird calls as they are heard only in untouched nature. 
Amid the rambler roses above the sheer, tan-tinged 
bluffs, a young man studying for the priesthood paces 
in meditation. 

» Hundreds of feet below, a housewife on a porch, in- 
closed by ship’s rope, swings her arms in a greeting 
recognized by every skipper whose barge slices slowly 
through the brown Mississippi. In the tree-choked hol- 
lows between the bluffs, a screen door slaps shut against 
a half-hidden summer house. Otherwise, all is still. 


This is the Piasa hill country of Illinois and it is in 
repose. Secluded since the waning of the steamboat days, it 
ig more quiet now than ever. Cottages in need of paint 
rémain unpainted. Plans to consolidate a handful of tiny 
rural schools have ground to a halt. In the rolling hills and 
farm lands behind the bluffs, ‘wells remain undug, bulldozers 
have stopped carving ditches, turkey houses remain unbuilt. 
Here and there rise the shouts of vacationing city youngsters, 
but mostly there is the stillness of a countryside holding its 
breath. 

Within days or weeks, a decision in Washington will 
determine the fate of these hills, for here is one of the three 
sites—hand-picked from 582 all over the nation — from 
which will be selected the location of a new Government col- 
lege; the United States Air Force Academy. If Air Force 
Secretary Harold E. Talbott decides to move the academy to 
one of the other two proposed spots—Colorado Springs, Colo., 
or Lake Geneva, Wis.—the Piasa country will continue its 
slumber. If he chooses the picturesque, legend-laden river 
land of Illinois, the hills 22 air miles northwest of downtown 
St. Louls will become home to the West Point of the Air 
Force, with an eventual population of 8,000 on its'reservation 
alone. 

- How did the Government hit on the peaceful, half- 
forgotten Piasa country, of all places? What makes it an 
ideal site for the academy? What do its people think about 
making way for a unique source of men to help run the air 
age for America?

Stuart Symington Sent Architect 
On Survey of Possible Academy Sites. 


So in 1948, Stuart Symington of St. Louls, the first Sec- 
retary of the Air Force, sent an architect on a survey of pos- 
sible sites. He looked at the Weldon Spring ordnance works 
in St. Charles county and other Government property else- 
where and the following year the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce got out a brochure booming Weldon Spring. 

Nothing further happened until March 1950 when John 
D. Kerr Jr., the small, mild-mannered director of the Cham- 
ber’s Industrial: Bureau, was advised by Walter T. Wood- 
cock, executive director of the Greater Alton Association of 
Commerce, that a party of Government engineers would come 
to Alton in search of a site on the Illinois side of the 
Mississipp!. 

The news was a challenge te Kerr. As a mineral develop- 
ment agent for the Katy Railroad before World War II, he 
“discovered” Weldon Spring as an ordnance plant site and 
helped sell it to the Army. The Army then borrowed him as a 
site scout. He placed two ammunition dumps before putting 
on a uniform and serving in the Pentagon on the logistics 
plans committee of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. He came out of 
the war a full colonel. 

Kerr had 48 hours to come up with ideas for the engi- 
neers who were coming to Alton. He and an assistant, Roland 
C. Marquart, got out their maps for a quick, desk-bound recon- 
naissance. Kerr's eyes fell on the area around the summer 
colony of Chautauqua, Ill. He hadn’t been there since 25 years 
before when he courted a St. Louis dentists’s daughter who 
épent. vacations there. The girl married someone else, but 
Kerr remembered the country as beautiful and sparsely 
settled.

munity ging before the movies. The Ladies Civic Im- 
provement League still runs the Springs hotel, dut it’s 
not as elaborate as The Inn which burned to the ground 
years ago. The Bible classes have stopped, thé railroad 
tore up tte track and even ite familiar “Dinky” bus is 
no more, There te @ sizable colony of widows, women 
who came with their husbands throughout their mar- 
ried life and who come now fo be with their memories. 


On a cold, clear day, Kerr and Marquart drove into the 
Jersey County hills to check on their map survey and Kerr's 
romantic reminiscences. They viewed the sheerness of the 
bluffs, admired the sweeping view of the river 200 to 300 feet 
below and noted that there were no elaborate improvements 
in the vicinity except the 133 frame cottages of Chautauqua, 
most of them unheated, and a handful of farms to the north. 
It looked as.if this would not be too expensive a site to 
acquire. The proposed academy's class and residential build- 
ings would look attractive among the wooded hills and there 
was flat eountry for airstrips beyond. 

The Alton Chamber joined the St. Louisans in proposing 
what came to be known as “the Alton site” although it is nine 
miles from that eity. As first outlined, the site covered some 
9000 acres bounded on the south by two miles of river front. 
In the west it extended to (but did not include) the fishing 
village of Grafton (pop. 1117). To the east it came close td 
(but cut a corner around) the sleepy settlement of Elsah 
(pop. 520). Its north side was formed by Highway 100, a route

When.Government engineers came they looked at several 
Kast Side locaticns, but the Alton site was the only one. that 
had been mapped and was inspected in detail.

ruled out, hurried to Washington to ask whether he could 
submit another site proposal. He was told it was too late to 
consider new locations. It looked as if the St. Louis area was 
out of the running. 

The Korean war changed things. Nothing was done about 
an air academy until early this year when a bili calling for a 
$126,000,000 appropriation was introduced in Congress and 
signed on April 1 by President Eisenhower. The first class 
of 300 students was to begin in temporary facilities in July 
1955 and the academy was to receive students in the summer 
of 1957. By now, hundreds of towns all over the country were 
in the running. Many. placed high hopes on nearby air bases, 
but the St. Louls promoters realized that flying would be 
secondary for the academy. Only 50 hours of pilot training 
will be included in its curriculum, Students who are to 


specialize in flying will get nearly all their instruction after 


completing the academy's four years of university-type train- 
ing. So when Secretary Talbott came to St. Louis to inspect 
sites—he was a house guest of his brother-in-law, Dr. Charles 
Allen Thomas, president of the Monsanto Chemical Co.—he 
was briefed on other advantages of the St. Louis area: 

Its location makes it economical to supply, feed and 
entertain the 2500 cadets who will be in training at the 
academy when it runs at capacity.

UT from our west porch that looks toward the sunset,

“I expect to hold out a few 
more hours,” he _ continued.

N ST. LOUIS’ NEAR-NORTH SIDE, at the edge of 
the bustling downtown business district, 3500 per- 
sons dwell in comfortable, attractive surroundings. 

Once an area of decaying tenements, trash-littered alleys, 
outside privies, and ic-jammed streets for play, it 
has been transformed into a pleasant community offici- 
ally known as the John J. Cochran Garden Apartments. 

Although the public housing project occupies only 

18% acres of ground, its sizable population enjoys a 
suburban-like environment. Buildings take up only .11 
per cent of the tract, leaving plenty of space for air, sun- 
shine, landscaped walkways, playgrounds, off-street 
parking and utility areas. Twelve multi-story apart- 
ment buildings containing 704 dwelling units occupy the 
site, which is bounded by Seventh, Ninth and Carr streets 
and an alley south of Cass avenue. 


Completed two years ago as St. Louis’ first postwar 
public housing development, the $9,000,000 Cochran proj- 
ect led the way in the city’s progressive slum clearance 
program. Two small housing projects of 658 units each 
—Carr Square and Clinton-Peabody—were completed 
before World War II. 

Four other big developments are now underway. 
The 1736-unit Pruitt Homes at Cass and Jefferson are 
nearing completion, and the 1132-unit William L. Igoe 
Apartments in the same area are under construction. 
Construction is about to start on the Joseph M. Darst 
Apartments, 1238 units, on the near-South Side, and plans 
are ready for a 1320-unit project, as yet unnamed, near 
the Pruitt Homes. Sites for two other developments have 
been recommended by the St. Louis Housing Authority 
and plans for them are now being drawn up.

The two vegetables are cooked separately 
until tender, but not overcooked. Cloves of garlic are split in two and 

ied lightly in butter to give it flavor. They are removed when browned. 

read crumbs are added to the melted butter and are browned, stirring 
constantly to prevent burning. The cooked vegetables are drained and 
then sprinkled with seasoned salt and pepper to taste. The flowerlets are 
arranged on a large platter with cauliflower in center and broccoli as a 
border. Over these are spread the buttered bread crumbs and a few strips 
of pimento for garnish. (If desired the vegetables may be tossed care- 
fully with the bread crumbs until well coated with the mixture.) Served 
this way, the food value and fresh green flavor of the vegetables are re- 
tained. Makes about eight to 12 servings. 

INGREDIENTS: One large head of cauliflower and one large bunch 
broccoli, eight to 12 tablespoons butter, an equal amount of fine dry bread 
crumbs, two cloves garlic, prepared seasoned salt and pepper.

How the Pledge of 
Allegiance Was Written 


by MARGARETTE S. MILLER 


PORTSMOUTH, VA. 
NE STICKY August night in 1892, 
Q the lamps burned late in the Bos- 


ton office of a magazine named 
The Youth's Companion. 

A 36-year-old former minister stared 
out at the city and tried to fit together a 
few words that would sum up an Ameri- 
can’s love for his flag. 

The man was Francis Bellamy, df Rome, 
N. Y., and the sheet of foolscap in front 
of him was soon to contain the words we 
know as the pledge of allegiance.. 

Those words have come down to us, to 


Most Americans never have heard of 


him, although I have campaigned for 15 
years to win him rightful recognition. 
Today, Congress, 45 states and five terri- 


_ tories recognize him as the author. 


The Upham family and some others still 
maintdin that James Bailey Upham, Bell- 
amy’s boss, wrote the pledge. But from 18 
years of research, including a study of 
Bellamy’s private papers and journals, here 
is my account of how our pledge was 
written. 

When Francis Bellamy joined The 
Youth's Companion, the magazine was 
leading a great. re-dedication to Ameri- 

Part of that program was to raise the 
flag over all the nation’s schools on Colum- 


bus Day, 1892. 


Upham had wanted a new flag salute 
for the occasion. But Bellamy had con-

vinced him that a salute would be far too 
stiff and formal. 

What was needed now, he felt, was a 
warm, human, simple pledge. 

Sitting there, twirling his pen, he 
quickly bit on the first words: “I pledge 
allegiance to my flag.” And since the flag 
would symbolize the nation, he added, 


“and to the Republic for which it stands.”. 


But then the writing became more diffi- 
cult, Bellamy skimmed through American 
history. He reflected on the Civil War. The 
scars were just healing. 

And he tacked on, “one nation indivis- 
ible,” for surely the war had proved that. 
But he still needed some phrase which 
would sum up America and the American 
dream. He thought of the slogan of the 
French Revolution, “Liberty, Equality, 
Fraternity.” 


And he knew that “liberty and justice 
for all” was the simple, yet moving, phrase 
he was groping for. The pledge was done. 
(Later, it was revised slightly.) 

Bellamy left the magazine, four years 
later, to enter the advertising field. His 
writings reveal that until his death in 1931, 
he regarded the few words of the pledge 
as the greatest he had ever written. His 
personal story of the pledge also contains 
this prediction: 

“And Mr. Upham said, ‘My boy, I can't 
help thinking that this thing you have 
written will last long after you and I are 
both dead.’” 

Tomorrow, on Flag Day, millions of 
Americans will reaffirm that the pledge 
does live on.

Here follows the story of one 
such girl— an exceptional case, yet wholly docu- 
mented—offered in the hope that the two articles, 
taken together, may help parents to a better under- 
standing of a priceless possession: their children. 


CONROE, TEX. 
HE PRETTY BLONDE with the horse-tail hairdo, 
‘low-cut peasant blouse and “squaw” skirt shifts 
slightly in the straight-backed chair, crosses 
her legs and flicks a glance around the sterile 
stone cell. She looks as though she could be some 
nice boy's high-school sweetheart; but the words that 
tumble out are something else. 

“I'm the best damned stinker for my size and age,” 
she says flatly, “that's in the business.” 

This is Barbara June Beal, age 16—gang leader, 
burglar, jailbreaker, blackmailer, drug addict, prosti- 
tute. Jails and reform schools can’t hold her; the State 
School for Girls at Gainesville, Tex., has pleaded that 
she not be sent back there. Louisiana authorities 
dropped charges against her rather than tangle with 
her again. Right now, she's in Montgomery County 
Jail here awaiting sentence for a siting of burglaries 
in two states . 

But, this, 00, is Barbara Beal: At 13, she was 
valedictorian of her class. She was pretty, popular 
and brilliant. You talk to her schoolmates, her mother, 
her teachers, look over her report cards; it’s obvious 
she was a model schoolgirl. : 

_And this also is Barbara Beal: a scared, panicky 


part of Barbara Beal isn’t on the record—but you find 
it in a few minutes of conversation. 
What happened to Barbara Beal? How did a once- 


Beal, with a baby on the way. On October 28 Barbara 
arrived. And, after two years of struggling to support 
the child, her mother got married again—to a man 29 
years her senior, Rufus K. Ranier. 

At first, stepfather and stepchild hit it off nicely. But 
in 1945 Mrs. Ranier had a second child, Sandra, a 
helpless spastic. “Then he started changing,” Barbara 
says. “It was like he couldn't stand seeing me run and 
jump and play, on account of the baby being like 
she was.” 

In school, things were different. “All her teachers 
were crazy about her,” says. Barbara's mother. “She 
was a model child. Her grades were practically nothing 
but 5’s. That was the highest mark you could get.” 
School records attest to this; her teachers said later— 
too much later—that she was a bright, co-operative 
pupil. 


Trouble at Home 


S HER WORK improved in school, things grew worse 
A at home. Mrs. Ranier, frail and highly nervous, 
was worn out from caring for her afflicted baby 
and—when her husband’s health started to fail—trying 
to earn a living. The gap between mother and daughter 
began to widen. And bad blood between stepdaughter 
and stepfather erupted into open fighting. One fight 
marked the start of Barbara’s criminal record. — 

According to a woman investigator for the Harris 
County Probation Department, Ranier phoned on 
September 29, 1951, and reported that Barbara bad 
threatened him with a,jackknife. Today, he says he 
doesn’t remember that; he only recalls reporting that 
she was playing hooky from school. 

“Maybe he didn’t tell them that stuff about the 
knife,” Barbara says. “I didn’t even own a knife. But 
we did have one hell of a fight that day.”: 

Six days later, in any case, the girl was delivered 
bodily to Gainesville. After 16 months, three escapes 
and a full-blown investigation, she was turned loose 
into society again. But she had changed a lot in those 
16 months. She brought a whole array of souvenirs 
into sOciety with her. 

Some of them you can't help noticing: grotesque 
tattoo marks marring one hand and arm and both legs. 
They're her own handiwork, done with needles and 
ink. They kept her “from getting to the strait-jacket

This was the defiant finished product of 16 months 
at Gainesville. The 13-year-old who entered the school 
wasn’t quite the same. “I didn’t do much except keep 
my mouth shut and try to figure things out when I 
first got there,” Barbara says. “The girls in the cottage 
left me strictly alone. All of them were lots older than 
me and they figured they had a crybaby on their hands 
—Or a rat.” 

You can almost pinpoint the day Barbara decided 
that, if you're going to be treated like a criminal, “by 
gosh, you might as well give them a run for their 
money.” It was October 28, 1951—her 14th-birthday. 
She had been in Gainesville three weeks and two days. 

As it happened, October 28 fell on the fourth 
Sunday of the month—visiting day. Under the rules, 


Barbara was entitled to no visitors until she had been © 


there a month, but she went to see the superintendent. 
Please, wouldn't they let her mother come, because 
she had been there almost a full month and . . . well, 
it was her 

“They couldn't break rules just to accommodate 
birthdays, she told me. if I kept on being a good girl, 
like I started out, Mama could.come down next visit- 
ing day. That meant nearly two months without seeing 
Mama or anybody I knew. I must've been an awful 
kid then, because I cried. But when Sunday came, I 
didn’t cry—that’s for damn sure! I just walked around

From that day until July 2, 1953,-when 
Lake Charles authorities notified Houston 
they were holding, on a vice charge, one 
Barbara Beal who seemed to be a parole 
violator, she and her friend had a busy 
time. They were booked for soliciting in 
San Antonio, Los Angeles, San Francisco, 
Phoenix and “maybe some | littler places | 
can’t rightly recollect now.” 

She was returned to Houston, given a 
psychiatric ¢xamination (she was ruled 


psychopathic but not commitable to an - 


institution) and then released into her 
mother’s custody. Her history continues: 

“Barbara was arrested in Galveston 
with questionable companions. She denied 
she was in Galveston for immoral pur- 
poses, but she appeared to be arranging to 
enter a residence on Post Office Street. 

“Barbara was arrested in Houston while 
soliciting [a man] for a date. Police ar- 
rived before she entered the car and 
named her price.” 


Back to Crime 


ELEASED. AGAIN. to her mother, she 


fell back into the same pattern. She 

went into business as a streetwalker, 
and she was “on the needle.” Home rela- 
tions got worse. “Mr. Ranier stated Bar- 
bara hit him over the head with a sirup 
bottle when he refused to permit her to 
call Lake Charles. She has threatened his 
life several times, Mr. Ranier stated. Bar- 
bara stated she was protecting her 
mother.” 

During October, 1953, she was arrested 
“five or six or seven times, I forget which.” 
But on her 16th birthday, she was out of 
jail—for the first time in three years. To 
celebrate, she and three other girls had a 
few beers in a tavern. Soon police arrived. 

“I should have hollered so loud about 


being out of jail on my birthday! There I 


was back in just ike old times. They Rep 
me for three weeks.”

While barnstorming through Alabama 
and dashing to Angola on visiting days, 
Barbara cooked up the idea of a burglary 
gang. She rounded up two devoted giris 
and two boys. Drawing on the training of 
her boy friend and using his burglar’s 
tools, they struck first at a general store 
near Reeves, La. 

Stealing was “kicks,” Barbara says. “I 
liked to get in there.and do the job myself. 
There’s something about going through 
a joint when it’s dark and empty and you 
can take what you please that’s got kicks 
like crazy. ... It’s so much fun you want 
to do it all the time. 

“Maybe it’s a good thing they picked 
us up when they did... . I'd never done a 
‘heist’ with the people right there to watch 
go all to pieces and blubber while you held 
a gun on ‘em. I figgered that'd be a new 
kind of ‘kick.’ We planned to knock over a 
hardware_store to get guns the very night 
the cops came. Maybe by this time Id 
have killed somebody . . . or been killed.” 


The gang spent their daylight hours 


casing places to “knock over.” They cut a 
wide swath through Western Louisiana 
and East Texas. One of their biggest jobs 


was a store at Porter, Tex., near here. The 


loot included adding machines, men’s and 
women’s clothing, clocks, pocket knives, 
70 cartons of cigarettes, 25 pairs of shoes, 
70 pounds of coffee. They holed up in a 
Beaumont apartment. Four days later—last 
February 25—police picked them up there. 

Because Porter is in Montgomery 
County, she was brought here to jail. Her 
two girl accomplices were probated to 
their. families. The boys got two years 
apiece. But Barbara stays on, day after 


‘day, staring out her cell window while 


Judge Coker debates what to do with her. 
This is the story Barbara tells—with 
touches of bitterness, boastfuiness, obvious 


plays for sympathy, probably a good deal ~< 
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of exaggeration. What is the next chapter? 
Is it too late to save Barbara Beal? . 

The probation officer here thinks so. 
Against his recommendation, Judge Coker 
has delayed sentencing her, listening each 
day to Barbara’s pleas of, “Keep me here 
until I'm 18. Then send me to the peni- 
tentiary. But don’t send me back to 
Gainesville.” 

And most people who've handled 
Barbara before agree with the probation 
officer. After all, they say, she’s had 
chances and jettisoned them. She’s made 
promises and broken them. Each time she 
has been released from jail, she has drifted 
right back into crime. 

Barbara and her mother—practically the 
If Barbara is warped, they say, Gainesville 
warped her. Several times before she was 


given chances, they admit; but each time . 


they were cruelly snatched away until only

The danger is real—but we finally have developed security measures to meet it 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 
AT IS our. best defense 
against H-bomb and A- 
bomb smugglers? 
A top atomic scientist here 
partially answers that question with: 
“The best defense against the atomic 
bomb is a screw driver.” 


The only sure way to detect a smug- 


gled A-bomb, he explained, ‘is to dis- 
mantle every piece of equipment that 
comes into the country. 

“We spend billions for air defense,” 
said the scientist. “But while we are 
sO preoccupied with the danger over- 
head, saboteurs can smuggle A-bombs 
in under our noses. And an A-bomb on 
the ground is worth two in the air.” 

If all this is true; what is to prevent 
saboteurs from sneaking in the H-bomb 
too? A dozen of these city-busters, set 
off in the right places, could knock us 
out of a war before we could go into 
action. Why couldn't the H-bomb be 


dismantled, smuggled piecemeal across ° 


the border and ‘reassembled? 

Here are the blunt facts: 

We know that Russia runs at least 
two sabotage schools—one in Moscow 


and one in East Berlin. Our agents - 


watch the latter closely. Lately, a new 
course has been added to its curricu- 
lum. Student saboteurs now study 
atomic demolition. They also are taught 
to speak English and read U.S. road 
maps, leaving no doubt as to where 
they expect to apply their training. 


1,000,000 Illegal immigrants — 
E KNOW ILLEGAL visitors cross 
our southern border almost at 


will. Most of them are Mexican 


“wetbacks,” who wade the Rio Grande 
to seek work in this country. But an 
estimated 1,000,000 illegal immigrants 
land on our coasts or cross our borders 
> @very year. 

We know the atomic bomb may be 
no larger than a section of stovepipe, 
less than a yard long and a foot in 
diameter, constructed of steel and 
sealed at both ends with breech blocks. 
Or it might be disk-shaped, about the 
colored high explosives. Im either case, 
the bomb can be stripped down and 


We also know that the fissionable 
_Core or “pill,” as it is called by atomic — 
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weight as a shot-put. But it can be 
machined into all sorts of shapes and 
coated with other metals or plastics. It 


can also be radioactive-proofed to fool - 


the Geiger counters. 

As for the H-bomb, we know it is 
too complex and cumbersome for ordi- 
nary saboteurs. No doubt it could be 
dismantled and brought into the coun- 


, try in sections—though it would take a 


crew of five or six atomic scientists to 
put it together again. 

What are we doing, then, to guard 
against atomic sabotage? 


An FBI Alert 


HE FBI HAS alerted all law-enforce- 
ment officers and furnished them 
with detailed instructions on how 
to recognize an atomic device. Ships 
arriving from Red ports are held in 
strict quarantine until they can be in- 
spected- from mizzenmast to bilge. 
Boarding parties are armed with Geiger 
counters to detect radioactivity. Special 
customs inspectors, trained by the 
Atomic Energy Commission to spot A- 
bomb parts, know what to look for. 
They got their training at the AEC’s 
secret atomic school behind the barbed- 
wire barricades of Sandia Air Base, 
New Mexico. Classes are held in wash- 
board-walled Quonset huts, where they 
are shown dummy atomic bombs and 
taught to identify the intricate parts. 
There is only one catch: Russian A- 
bombs may not be built like our own.

VEN IF atomic saboteurs should 
slip into the United States, they 
would not find it easy to crack the 

defenses around our vital installations. 

They probably would strike first at our 

atomic centers and bomber bases to 

prevent us from retaliating against Rus- 
sia. But they would find our A-bomb 
and H-bomb. dumps better guarded 
than the gold at Fort Knox. And the 

Strategic Air Command keeps in prac- 

tice by training its own “saboteurs” to 

infiltrate rival bases. 
Then how serious is the danger of 
atomic and thermonuclear sabotage? 


HIGH in crow’s nest of satellite ship, 
customs officer makes a search: Agents 
check some 200 such ships every year. 


Here is how a key man in charge of 


U.S. security sums it up: 
Atomic weapons can be 

into the United States. But it would 
take “massive infiltration” to strike a 
crippling blow. If the Russians succeed 
in planting only a few atomic booby- 
traps it would mean a sure swift retalia- 
tion. Therefore, the Russians - won't 
likely try atomic sabotage on a small 
scale. If they attempt it on a mass scale, 


to warn us. The big danger is that the 
Russians would co-ordinate any sabo- 
tage attempt with a sneak air attack. 


As for the H-bomb, it wouldn't take 
many to strike a paralyzing blow. But 
at the present stage of H-bomb develop- 
ment it would be impossible for Russia 
to construct one within the U.S. This 
could be done only by top atomic scien- 
tists. We have a complete description of 
every atomic scientist behind the Iron 
Curtain—and we would know if Russia 
ever should let any of them out. 

“The first A-bombs,” the atomic sci- 


. entist told PARADE, “were compli- 


cated animals. Now GI's can 
be taught to assemble . In another 
five years we will be able to simplify the 
H-bomb and shrink it down to a size 
that can be carried by a fighter plane. 
That will be the real danger.” 

But what can Mr. Average Citizen 
do about all this? Supposing he has a 
screw driver, does that carry the obli- 
gation to open every box or crate he 
sees on a post office platform or in a 
railroad station?

y’s SERIOUS pursuit of the muse began 
when he enrolled in the Dramatic Work- 
shop under the GI Bill. The immediate 

result was two years of almost incredible hard- 
ship. 

“When I wasn’t at school or studying,” he 
says, “I was working at a-hot-dog counter to 
support myself. I never seemed to get enough 
sleep. You could say I was the tiredest student 
actor they ever had.” 

Things got so bad that he sold magazine sub- 
scriptions, tried to peddle his blood to hospitals 
and even became a bookie of sorts. “I took bets 
from the kids at the Workshop. Quarters, halves, 
anything.” 

About this time some acquaintances invited 
him to come along with them on a hijacking job 
in New Jersey and pick up some “easy money.” 
Tony refused. 

“But,” he admits, “a flip of the coin and it 
might have been Bernie Schwartz, gangster, in- 
stead of Bernie Schwartz, actor.” 

Finally, in the summer of 1947, he landed 


his first. professional acting job with a group that - 


played summer hotels in New York’s famous 
Catskill Mountain “Borscht Circuit” (of which 
Milton Berle, Danny Kaye and Judy Holliday 
are other famous graduates). Tony was leading 
man, unit manager and driver of the company 
station wagon. Pay: $10 a week and two meals 
a day.

That occurred when the studio. cast 
him, along with another newcomer, Piper 
Laurie, in an Ali Baba fantasy called The Prince 
Who Was a Thief. 

“Thanks to Ali Baba, Bernie Schwartz be- 
came a star,” says Tony. “The picture made 
money, I got a lot of fan mail and my own 
dressing room and everybody was happy. I could 
stop all the struggling and fighting within my- 
self.” 

And it was about this time that Tony met 
Janet Leigh. 

“She Was the first girl I had ever taken out 
steady,” he says. “She was beautiful — and not 
just on the outside. I knew this was the girl I 
wanted to marry.” 


A Whirlwind Courtship 


HE WEDDING took place on June 4, 1951, 

é yee a whirlwind six-month courtship.

“We get along well because we both like the 
same things,” Tony reports.

Meanwhile Tony retains the enthusiasm and 
verve for life that made him a daredevil of the 
Bronx.

MARYKNOLL, N. Y. 
T PRECISELY 2:45 p.m. today, two 
elderly men in black cassocks will 
raise their wooden mallets and start 
pounding on an ancient Buddhist 
See bell in the courtyard of the seminary 
here. The oriental reverberations, drifting 
down across the rooftops of the town of 
Ossining and beyond to the Hudson River, 
will signal the beginning of Maryknoll's 
Departure Day. 

Fifty-one young priests, most of whom 
were ordained only yesterday, will file into 
the courtyard. Then Bishop Raymond A. 
Lane, M.M., D.D., Superior General of 
Maryknoll, will ‘read out their assignments. 
Within a month, these young men will be 
scattered around the world from remote out- 
posts in Tanganyika, Africa, through wilder- 
ness stations in South America to’ drab vil- 
lages in Formosa and Japan. 

Today, these Maryknoll missioners, like 
those from other Catholic groups and some 
~ 800 Protestant missionaries going to the field 
for the first time, face a future more uncertain 
than it has ever been. In the Orient, they will 
be struggling against the tidal wave of com- 
munism that has swept through China, North 
Korea and parts of Indo-China. And in other 
parts of the world—India, Burma, Africa and 
Japan—missionaries will, be battling the rip 
tides of awakening nationalism. 

Who are these young men? What do they 
hope to accomplish in a world. increasingly 
hostile to the message they preach?’ Why do 
they give up home, family and fortune for a 
lifetime of often thankless, if not hopeless, 
service among backward peoples? _ 

Recently I visited Maryknoll, headquarters 
of the Catholic Foreign Mission Society of 
America. Inc., to get an answer to these ques- 
tions. I spent a day with a typical seminarian, 
Daniel D. Dolan of Carmel, Calif., who will 
receive orders today to proceed to Taipch, 
Formosa. 

At 32, Dan Dolan may be a little older 
than most beginning missioners. But, like 
seven of his classmates, he is a veteran of 
World War Il. A bombardier-navigator on a 
Nav; bomber, Dan fought in the South 
Pacific, Lae ealetnn any som flying 


to public school in La Grange, Ill.—where we 
lived before my parents retired and moved 
West—and on to the University of Illinois. 

“I studied accounting, and I got a job with 
one of the country’s top accounting firms Yor 
a few months before my enlistment in the 
Navy. That meant I was sure of ‘returning

to a good job when the war was over. | had 
no other plans than to spend my life as an 
accountant. getting ahead in business.” 

“What changed you?” I asked. “Was it a 
person you met or a war experience?” 

“Not exactly,” Dan replied. “It was mostly 
loncliness—loncliness and time to think. In 
that patrol bomber, we sometimes got 1,000 
miles away from the flect. We'd be out four 
or five hours over the ocean.

Because of his secular, 
business education, it involved taking the last 
two years of college over again for languages 
and philosophy, a year of spiritual training 
at Maryknoll’s novitiate in Bedford, Mass., 
and four years of seminary here.

@ Hit where it hurts by racing 


Tt Briccs Stapium in Detroit, a baseball fan playing 
hooky from the office can now step into a phone 
booth and blandly fib to his boss without fear that 
the roar of the crowd will give him away. Walter 

O. (Spike) Briggs, owner of the Detroit Tigers, has seen to 
that. At his direction, all phone booths in the ball park have 
been soundproofed. | 

To Briggs and the other baseball owners, this is no’ joke. 
it's a deadly serious matter. Giving a lift to the fans with sick 
grandmothers is a straw in the wind, a sign that baseball is 
plain scared. For years, baseball remained first in the hearts 
of its countrymen in spite of a “public-be-damned” attitude 
which forced fans to endure discomfort, inconvenience and 
downright filth to watch their heroes. 

But in 1952, horse racing and its lure of customer profit 
passed “the national pastime” in total attendance and last year 
50,000,000 persons turned out to watch. the bangtails while 
only 37,000,000 went to ball games. Baseball men, hit where 
it hurts, revised their thinking and began trying to win friends 
and influence people. 

The minor leagues, which felt the pinch first, had begun the 
courtship a few years before. Here are just a few of the stunts 
cooked up to lure folks to the ball parks: 

A team in Lancaster, Pa., sells 25,000 tickets before the 
season Opens by having a food chain distribute them with 
groceries. | 


‘Touch of Vaudeville . 


N CHATTANOOGA, TENN., owner Joe Engel holds dog shows.

In Cedar Rapids, lowa, barber chairs are lined up at 
home plate and customers participate in a race to find the 
fastest barber. 

There's a touch of vaudeville to all these stunts that most 
major-league owners have been unwilling to adopt. But the 
minors had been growing increasingly desperate since the com- 
ing of television, five years back. George M. Trautman, chief 
executive of the minors’ association, pointed out several months. 
ago that baseball had dropped 26,000,000 in.attendance in this 
period. Meanwhile the number of minor leagues fell off from — 
59 to 37. : : | ee 

“Players and operators alike must give more thought to 
their public responsibility and less to their selfish interests,” 
warned the Commissioner of Baseball, Ford Frick, at the New — 
York Baseball Writers’ dinner early this year.

and TV, baseball finally is going all out to please the public 


As every operator knows, the No. 1 crowd-pleaser is a win- 
ning ball club. But,.in lieu of winners, Bill Veeck—former head 
of the Cleveland Indians and then of the St. Louis Browns— 
claims baseball must figure a way to shore up losing clubs. His 
own answer was “streamlining,” although other ownérs had 
another name for it. Veeck’s dashes of color included installing 
laundromats for housewife fans, baby-sitting services and 
nurseries. Everyone remembers his carnival stunts like signing 
a midget infielder. 

“I had some other ideas, too, like a lonely hearts club,” 
Veeck says. “A special section where men and women could 
register. They would start with a Common interest—baseball.” 
But the game wasn't ready for ideas like Veeck’s. 

Instead, baseball has tried more dignified lures. The shifts 
of the Boston Braves to Milwaukee and the Browns from St. 
Louis to Baltimore are an example. And all owners are watch- 
ing the great experiment of St. Louis Cardinals owner August 
Busch, Jr., with considerable interest. 


Busch recently bought the Cardinals and their farm chain for © 


somewhere around $3,000,000. He paid an _ additional 
$1,000,000 for decaying Sportsman's Park and has since poured 
more than a million more into a face-lifting. 


For years, the St. Louis park was one of the mdst rundown ~ 


in baseball. “It had filthy rest roonis, filthy grandstands and 
filthy dressing rooms,” says one veteran. Another adds, “They 


had two pipes for showers and a dressing room hardly big 
enough to hold the trunks.” Most major-league parks aren't 
that bad, but one expert says a vigilant Board of Health would 
close up many minor-league parks on the basis of the rest rooms 
alone. 

. Busch’s renovation started with the box seats. He installed 
16 special boxes, each seating eight; at $2,500 a season they 
include waiter service, a telephone and an icebox. Some 1,500 
loge ‘seats Were put in; practically every other seat in the 
Stadium was repaired or replaced. Concessions and rest rooms 
were done over. 


A Change from Concrete 


E PLAYERS benefited from the new look, too. They had 
long complained that the infield was like concrete in the 
hot August sun. Busch ordered a complete new network of 
tile and trench drains (which also cui down on the need for 
tarpaulins). Not only were the clubhouses ripped out, enlarged 
and completely done over, but a private overhead passage was 
constructed to connect clubhouse and dugout. _—- 
“I couldn't recognize the place,” said one dazed ex-Gl ball- 
player on his return from Korea. 
“Like Veeck, Busch feels that the setting and the comfort of 
the fan are extremely important .in these days of stiff competi- 
tion for baseball.
